join his parents, who were the 
owners of the New China Res- 
taurant in Haverhill. Following 
Services in, thes Ueas weATIN Ve Y ce 
opened the China Blossom Res- 
taurant in North Andover, which 
he and his wife, Connie, con- 
tinue to operate. 

Yee’s interest in photography 
began during his boyhood in 
China and has grown through 
the years, leading to many awards 
in this country and abroad. He 
was the first place winner of the 
Boston Globe annual photo con- 
test for three consecutive years 
(1955-57), 1959 winner of the 
All-Army Photo Contest, and 
the winner of the Latimer Award 


of the Boston Camera Club in 
1963, 1964 and 1965. Yee was 
ranked second exhibitor of the 
world in 1968 by the Photogra- 
phic Society of America, and he 
is a Fellow of the Royal Photo- 
graphic Society of Great Britain. 
His works are in the permanent 
collections of the Seattle Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts and the Mari- 
ners’ Museum, Newport News, 
Virginia. 

Yee has generously offered 52 
photographs from the exhibit for 
purchase in the Museum Shop 
by Museum members and vis- 
itors. Proceeds will be used for 
the support of the planned new 
Asian Export Art Wing.

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Funded 
Programs 
and 
Geography 
Education 


“Most Americans have a ‘Stone 
Age’ awareness of the world in 
which they live,” writes Charles 
E. Gritzner in a recent issue of 
the Journal of Geography. But 
two funded programs of the 
Museum’s Education Depart- 
ment are helping to increase area 
students’ consciousness of geo- 
graphy during the school year. 

The North Shore Maritime 
Heritage Project is a collabora- 
tive program of the Peabody 
Museum, the Essex Institute, the 
Salem State College Geography 
Department and five area school 
systems: Salem, Lynn, Nahant, 
Swampscott and Marblehead. 
Its purpose is to improve stu- 
dents’ undertanding of geo- 
graphy through museum visits. 

“Geography is not emphas- 
ized in most schools in this area,” 
says Gail Hercher, Director of 
Education. “Growing concern 
about the state of geography 
education makes this an excel- 
lent time to conduct the pro- 
gram.” 


“We’re in our third year of 
funding under the Cultural Re- 
sources Program of the Mass 
Council on the Arts and Human- 
ities (MCAH).” ~—Hercher con- 
tinues, That’s quite a dis- 
tinction. The program enables 
cultural institutions to work 
with students near them, offer- 
ing programs which compensate 
for funding cutbacks.” 

The $22,530 grant funds a 
program aimed at grades 3-6. 
Teachers first participate in 
orientation workshops. Next, 
each child has two visits to the 
Museum, related to the in-class 
curriculum. The Museum and 
Salem State jointly offer a course 
on teaching geography. Educa- 
tors at the Peabody Museum and 
Essex Institute participate in 
college-sponsored seminars on 
the use of museum exhibits to 
teach geography. The grant pro- 
vides funds for student transpor- 
tation, for program related ex- 
penses such as film rentals, maps 
and books for the 2,700 partici- 
pants. 

“We hope that we will be able 
to show that the program works,” 
Hercher says. “A sample of the 
students will be tested on their 
geographical skills at the begin- 
ning and end of the program in 
order to quantify the learning 
process.” 

A second program, New Eng- 





land Voyagers, is in its fifth year 
of existence and its third of 
MCAH funding. “This program 
is Operating with the Reading 
school system,” says Hercher. “It 
provides interdisciplinary merit 
studies for all Sth grade students 
in the Reading system, and for 
Sth grade teachers.” Some 600 
participating students learn 
about New England maritime 
activities of the 19th century, 
and about the cultures encount- 
ered by Massachusetts mariners. 
A related project for 7th grade 
students, part of Black History 
month, is a multicultural project 
focussing on Africa. 

In both programs students 
view artifacts, and handle others 
in the Education Department’s 
study collection. “We include an 
active component in each visit,” 
Hercher says. “It might be sketch- 
ing objects, singing, or playing 
the games of particular culture. 
We use the inquiry method, 
encouraging students to discuss 
and discover what they are see-

ing. 

MCAH funds up to 75 per- 
Cent Ormher projects sand) the 
school systems pledge 10 per- 
cent. The remainder of the cost is 
provided inkind by the partici- 
pating cultural institutions. 

“If these programs didn’t 
exist, the participating school 
systems would be unable to visit 
due to the budget cuts,” Hercher 
concludes. “There are minimal 
Opportunities otherwise to meet 
the same objectives.” 

The collections of the Pea- 
body Museum were in part begun 
to increase mariners’ knowledge 
of the world beyond the Capes. 
Their continued use to enhance 
student’s geographical knowl- 
edge is very much in the tradi- 
tions of the Salem East India 
Marine Society.
